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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-8 are objected to because of the following informalities. 

Claim 1, line 4, "first" should be "second" in both occurrences; line 4, before 
having, "each" should be inserted; "another should be replaced by "a previous one "; 
lines 8 and 9 should be replaced by "first plurality of LFSR each having an output of a 
previous one of the second plurality of LFSR combined with an output of a previous one 
of the first plurality of LFSR as a clock input; and". Claim 3, line 1 , before one, "a 
previous" needs to be inserted; line 2, "first" first occurrence, "should be "second"; line 2, 
"of another of another" should be "a previous one". 

Claim 5, line 5, "first" should be "second" in both occurrences; line 5, before 
having, "each" should be inserted; line 5, "another" should be replaced by "a previous 
one "; lines 9 and 10 should be replaced by "first plurality of LFSR each having an 
output of a previous one of the second plurality of LFSR combined with an output of a 
previous one of the first plurality of LFSR as a clock input; and". 

Claim 3, line 1, before one, "a previous" needs to be inserted; line 2, "first", first 
occurrence, "should be "second"; line 2, "of another of another" should be "a previous 
one". 

As per claims 3 and 7, what does it mean by 'is by an exclusive -or gate"? 
Note that any claim whose base claim is objected is likewise objected. 
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Page 1, line 4, the status of S/N 10/201831 should be updated. Note the 
specification includes similar deficiencies as noted above in reference to claims 1 and 3, 
see for instance page 2, paragraph 0013, and therefore should be amended in similar 
fashion to cure for any deficiencies. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the formal matters noted 

above.
